Cold weather at planting time 
usually results in the develop­ 
ment of seedling blight, which 
will materially reduce the stand 
of healthy com plants, Dr. Greg­ 
ory said. Poor quality seed, if it 
has never been tested, probably 
contains seedling blight fungi, 
which will grow as soon as » the 
corn is planted and kill the 
young seedlings before they get 
a good start, lie added., 
The Purdue expert said any of 
the organic mercury compouhds 
now on the m arket may be used 
safely, in accordance with the 
directions given on the contain­ 
ers. The recommended practice 
is for the farm er to obtain the 
best possible testéd seed com and 
then treat it, Dr. Gregory contin­ 
ued.

THE PRESIDENT’S CHECKMATE 
Wh ile th ere are differences of opinion as to 
th e success with wh ich President Hoover h as 
met th e demands of domestic affairs, all fair 
minded men concede th at h e h as h andled th e 
problems presented by international relations 
with a masterly h and. 
His address before th e International Ch amber 
of Commerce in Wash ington was very brief, and 
y et it completely took th e wind out of th e sails 
of European business men and economists wh o 
undoubtedly came to th is meeting with th e defi­ 
nite intention of proposing a cancellation of th e 
war debts and reduction of th e American tariff 
as a program for lifting th e world, and Europe 
particularly , out of economic depression. 
In th e face of th e President’s dramatic pres­ 
entation of figures sh owing th e enormous sums 
th at are being ex pended by European countries 
in th e maintenance of military establish ments it 
will be ex ceedingly difficult for th e representa­ 
tives of th ose countries to lay upon th e United 
States th e sole responsibility for world depres- 


gible trifles compared with th e h uge sums th ey 
are spending on th eir own armaments. 
Deftly and diplomatically , but with out any 
possibility of misunderstanding, President Hoov­ 
er pointed out th e inconsistency of any such a t­ 
titude and ex posed th e sh allowness of Europe’s 
request for generosity in a way th at sh ould make 
an end to furth er talk about cancellation of 
debts. 
As to th e m atter of tariff nations wh ich h ave 
erected tariff walls about th eir own country , on 
th e average far h igh er th an ours, certainly are 
in poor position to criticize our policy in th at 
respect.

Th at British Prince of Wales seems to be a 
good deal of a regular fellow. He h as just got 
h ome from a long swing around South America 
and h e is telling h is folks very Wuntly just wh y 
British manufacturers h ave been losing ground 
in th at country , and Americans making gains. 
In an address to some 4,000 industrialists in 
Manch ester, a few day s ago, th e Prince said: “I 
am sorry to say th at as a nation we are beh ind 
in regard to advertising. Our foreign competitors 
do a great deal, and th e foremost among th em 
are our friends in North America. I h ave h earc 
a great many English men say th at th e American 
way of boosting goods, and American form of 
publicity is very vulgar. Th at is entirely a m at­ 
ter of opinion,” h e said, “but th e fact remains 
th at our friends in th e United States get away 
with it.”

While there are differences of opinion as to 


the success -with which President Hoover has 
met the demands of domestic affairs, all fair 
minded men concede that he has handled the 
problems presented by international 
with a masterly hand. 


His address before the International Chamber 


of Commerce in Washington was very brief, and 
yet it -completely took the wind out of the sails 
of European business men and economists who 
undoubtedly came to this meeting with the defi- 
nite intention of proposing a cancellation of the 
war debts and reduction of the American tariff 
as^a program for lifting the world, and Europe 
particularly, out of economic depression. 


In the face of the President's dramatic pres- 


entation of figures showing the enormous sums 
that are being expended by European countries 
in the maintenance of military establishments it 
will be exceedingly difficult for the representa- 
tives of those countries to lay upon the United 
States the sole responsibility for world depres- 
sion. 


How can they ask America to play the part of 


a good Samaritan when they are taxing then- 
people into poverty to support powerful machines 
of war? If Europe is in financial straits, how can 
the nations raise several billions of dollars each 
year for armaments? And as long as they con- 
tinue to do this, how can they insist that Ameri- 
ca is responsible for whatever poverty or unem- 
ployment may exist in their countries? The pay- 
ments which the countries are required to make 
under the more than generous agreements for 
the discharge of their obligations to us are negli- 


gible trifles compared with the hu'|e sums they 
are spending on their own. armaments. 


Deftly and diplomatically, but wtthout any 


possibility of misunderstanding. President Hoov- 
er pointed out the inconslstSicy of any feuch at- 
titude and exposed the shaupwness of Europe's 


relations

REMINISCENCES

It may be inferred from so 


much recital of tragedy, that in 
the olden time there was no 
such thing as merriment and 
joyful meetings—but not so, for 
the old fashioned festivities were 
of that social quality which 
brought together the young and 
the old and adjourned without 
tragedy—

als. On Thursday evening, June 
12, 1882, an immense throng 
gathered at Melodeon Hall to 
hear the graduation exercises.

American war. will be back in 
Havana next faJl if Mayor Tirso 
Mesa has his way. 


Attempts to re-establish the 


Spanish sport have previously 
failed principally because of the j 
opposition of an American wom- 
an, Mrs. Jeannette Ryder. Sev- 
eral times she leaped into bull 
rings and by her exhorting the 
spectators against cruelty to an- 
imals shamed them into leav- 
ing. 


But Mrs. Ryder died a few 


weeks ago, and Mayor Mesa be- 
lieves the time is ripe for a re- 
rival. 


By virtue of his mayorship he 


is also president of the National 
Tourist commission, and he ad- 
vances the argument that legal- 
ization of bull rings would stim- 
ulate tourism as well as bring 
revenue to the government. 


He believes that the "rejoneo" 


or "hr.rmlfiss" form of bull- 
fighting would be best for a 
start. In this game a bull is 
turned into the arena against a 
lone horseman, who demon- 
strates his riding skill by both 
attack and escape until the bull 
gets tired of chasing so elusive 
a foe. 


The mayor said that later, if 


the fans demand the real thing, 
with a matador dealing 'a death 
thrust to the Bull, it probably 
could be arranged. 


Burlesque bullfighting, called 


the "charlotada," was tried here 
a dozen years ago, but failed to 
win popularity.

provisional 
government took 


what is generally regarded as 
the first important step in its 
avowed program to separate the 
church and state when the cabi- 
net tonight decreed absolute re- 
ligious freedom of worship for 
all creeds. 


Although the measure does 


not actually yet mean separa- 
tion since there is a signed con- 
cordant between Madrid and the 
Vatican City which must be ter- 
minated by actual consent, the 
decree provides the government 
no longer professes Catholic re- 
igion as official. 
This is re- 


garded highly significant. Under 
;he new measure all religious 
creeds are equal in the official 
ye. 
Under the monarchy the Cath- 


olic religion was official and the 
only one permitted to practice 
ts belief publicly. Formerly all 
creeds could worship but had to 
do so within their own temples 
and not publicly. 


Coincident ,with the religious 


freedom decree the cabinet also 
decided that public schools in 
,he future will not be required 
o keep the Catholic religion, 
instruction 
only when 
their 


parents demand it.
